In the state, nearly 15,000 acres 
of new citrus have been planted 
during the past two years, and an- 
other 2,500 acres in Arizona, ac- 
cording to a survey completed by 
D. M. Anderson, secretary of Sun- 
kist Growers,

ous. 

Good defoliation results in high- 
er grades of cotton because few 
leaves remain to clog spindles, add 
trash, or stain fiber. 

Defoliation often helps lodged 
plants to straighten up and in- 
creases the exposure of plants to 
air and sunlight. This enables the 
plants to dry more quickly and 
thoroughly and the mature bolls 
open faster, which reduces boll rot. 
Population of aphid and white 
flies are reduced by defoliation. 
Both of these insects cause honey- 
dew deposit on the open bolls.

In his message to the Congress 
last January, 1956, President His- 
enhowér recommended that im- 
mediate steps be taken to assure 
adequate agricultural credit which 
cannot be met by private lenders. 
The Congress subsequently amend- 
ed the Bankhead-Jones Farm Ten- 
ant Act, and the President} signed 
into law amendments providing 
broader, loan authorities for the 
Farmers Home Administration. 
The scope of these amendments 
can be summarized as follows: 


1. Enlarges upon the purposes 
for which Title I loans are avail- 
able, by authorizing loans primar- 
ily for refinancing. 

2. Provides permanent rural 
housing loan authority. 

3. Enlarges upon the scope of 
Title II loans by increasing the 
loan limits, and distinguishes be- 
tween loans for full-time family- 
type farm operators and for part- 
time farmers. 

4. Makes it possible now to pro- 
vide all family-type farm operators 
with credit services available 
through Farmers Home Adminis- 
tration. This is probably the most 
significant program change, since 
it will now be possible to serve a 
larger segment of the farm popu- 
lation. 

'5. The amendments include sev- 
eral important provisions relating 
to the servicing of loans by the 
Agency. The most important is 
enlarging upon the debt settle- 
ment authorities. These changes 
make it possible now for the Agen- 
cy to adjust and settle all types of

All of the present loan services 
of the Farmers Home Administra- 
tion, which include loans for op- 
eration, development and purchase 
of family-type farms; farm hous- 
ing; soil and water conservation, 
and loans to meet emergency 
credit needs, will continue to be 
available. 


The basic objectives of Farm 
Ownership or “Real Estate’’ loans 
under Title I are to enable farm 
families to become soundly estab- 
lished in a successful system of 
farming, to promote more secure 


stability. : 

Farm Ownership loans may be 
made for the purpose of buying a 
family-type farm; buying land to 
enlarge a farm that will bea fam- 
ily-type farm; developing or im- 
proving a farm, including build- 
ing improvements, land develop- 
ment and water facilities necessary 
for the operation of the farm; and 
the refinancng of secured and un- 
secured debts of farmers who own 
or will own a family-type farm. 

Loans primarily for refinancing 
may be made, provided it is deter- 
mined that the applicant will be 
able to place his operations on a 
sound basis if his debts are re- 
financed on more favorable terms 
and conditions. Ordinarily, loans 
will not be made to refinance long- 
term Real Estate loans of the type 
generally made by lenders such as 
the Federal Land Bank or insur- 
ance companies. 

When debts are refinanced by 
the Farmers Home Administration 
the payments will be scheduled 
according to the ability of the bor- 
rower to repay. In the past, the 
Agency has refinanced existing 
debts only when the refinancing 
was incidental to the making of 
a Real Estate loan for purchase or 
improvement. 

Loans will not be used to re- 
finance any debt until it has been 
determined that the present cred- 
itor or other credit source will not 
give the applicant terms and con- 
ditions on the debt, that he could 
Teasonably be expected to meet.

Operating loans are used for the 
purchase of equipment, livestock, 
feed, seed, fertilizer, insecticides, 
supplies, equipment repairs, land 
rent, and to meet other essential 
farm operating expenses. 


Operating loans to part-time 
farmers May be authorized pro- 
vided the applicant is an establish- 
ed, bona fide farm operator at the 
time he applies for a loan, and 
that he be an individual who has 
historically resided on a farm and 
depended on farm income for his 


eligible the applicant must have 
resided on a farm and been de- 
pendent on a farm for his liveli- 
hood during a substantial portion 
of his life. Applicants who are 
spending a major portion of their 
time during the year in off-farm 
employment are not considered 
bona fide farmers and, therefore, 
are not eligible. 

Operating loans under the new 
law may be made in amounts up 
to $10,000.00 to one borrower, 
with a limit of $20,000.00 in the 
amount any one borrower can owe 
for this type of credit. In the past, 
the limit of the initial loan was 
$7,000.00, with a $10,000.00 limit 
on the total amount of debt that 
could be incurred. The increase 
in maximum limits of these loans 
will enable the Agency to serve 
farmers and ranchers in areas 
where heavy investments in ma- 
chinery, livestock and farm oper- 
ating expenses are necessary. 

Under the former law, no new 
credit could be extended to farm- 
ers who had been continuously in- 
debted for seven years. The new 
law increases from seven to 10 
years the period during which ad- 
ditional credit can be extended in 
hardship cases when the inability 
of the borrower to repay his in- 
debtedness during the seven years 
is due to causes beyond his con- 
trol. 

-Emergency loans are authoriz- 
ed under several acts of Congress 
in areas designated by the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture upon deter- 
mination that a disaster has caus- 
ed a widespread need for agricul- 
tural credit not readily available 
from commercial banks 
other lending agencies. 

The primary purpose of the 
Emergency loan program is to pro- 
vide a source of temporary credit 
to eligible farmers and stockmen

BASICALLY, THE plan that is 
proposed by Proposition A virtu- 
ally assures an individual a life- 
time guarantee of employment, 
once he or she is on the county 
payroll. It is the type of plan 
that works to the advantage of the 
ineffecient employee who needs 
some kind of outside prop +o hold 
a job. 

THE QUALIFIED employee, 
who is capable of doing good work 
and who uses those capabilities 
has no cause to worry about hold- 
ing a job; it is the “deadbeat” 
who is interested only in ‘‘just get- 
ting by’’ who usually ‘wants to be 
“wired’’ to his job. 

AND CONSIDER this angle. 
Elected county officials who head 
the major departments of county 
government should be able to hire 
and fire; after all, if we elect 
someone to office and that some- 
one has their hands tied because 
he can do little if anything about 
personnel in his office, what 
chance does he have to improve 
the operation of his office? 

ACTUALLY, A county employee 
under the present setup has plenty 
of protection from ‘politics’. 
Right now a county employee who 
loses his or her job can present 
their case to an appeals board. 
They get a fair hearing; they do 
not lose a job because of the whim 
and fancy of a department head. 

UNDER THE proposed Proposi- 
tion A setup, a civil service board 
would be established on a paid 
basis. This board supposedly would 
se up eligibility lists, conduct ex- 
aminations, adopt personnel poli- 
cies, and take care of other mat- 
ters that are now being success- 
fully handled in the county per- 
sonnel office. 

IT APPEARS to us that a civil 
service setup in Tulare county is 
unnecessary and not worth the ex- 
pense involved. 

BASICALLY, THIS plan puts a 


premium on incompetence and 


thereby works a hardship on the 
good worker who can hold a job 
on the basis of merit, not law.
